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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1 is drawn to an Internet Casting Accountability Sales Technology, 
classified in class 705, subclass 30. 

II. Claims 2-12 and 32, are drawn to categorizing presentation material for 
sale items, classified in class 705, subclass 27. 

III. Claims 13-17, 22-31, are drawn to a tracking and reporting consumer 
interest and response to marketing and sales efforts, classified in class 
705, subclass 10. 

IV. Claims 18-21 , are drawn to broadcasting, classified in class 379, subclass 
93.24. 

V. Claims 33-38, are drawn to tracking items, classified in class 705, 
subclass 22. 
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VI. Claim 39, are drawn to a creating a customized multimedia presentation, 
classified in class 715, subclass 200. 

VII. Claims 40-42, are drawn to real estate income property, classified in class 
705, subclass 1 . 

1 . The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions l-VII are related subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. 

3. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as budget monitoring. 
Invention II has separate utility such as online shopping. Invention III has separate 
utility such as demand forecasting. Invention IV has separate utility such as sending 
electronic mail. Invention V has a separate utility such as inventory monitoring. 
Invention VI has a separate utility such as electronic catalog browsing. Invention VII 
has a separate utility such as management arrangement. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

a. the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification; 

b. the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 

c. the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries);
